Fifteen nonaligned nations 
submitted a resolution to the 
Assembly Wednesday calling 
on 
the 
Israeli 
government 
to withdraw its troops from 
all the territory seised from 
Egypt, Jordan and Syria in 
In the six day war that be­ 
gan June 5. 


Introducing the resolution. 
Ambassador Danile Lekic of 
Yugoslavia said the Old City 
Mas threatened with full in­ 
tegration into Israel and call­ 
ed for the 122>nation Assem­ 
bly to adopt his resolution 
by Friday.

Jerus-alem and its shrines of 
Christianity, 
Mohammedanism 
and Judaism. 


“The 
hasty 
adm nistrative 
action taken today cannot be 
regarded as determining the fu­ 
ture of the holy places or the 
status of Jerusalem in relation 
to thern,” the State Department 
said. 


Hussein Angry 


Earlier Wednesday, the White 
House made a public apppeal to 
Israel to avoid any quick an­ 
nexation of the old section of 
Jerusalem. 


King Hussein of Jordan tailed 
the Israeli action “ unacceptable 
and intolerable.” Christian reli­ 
gious leaders in Amman, the 
Jordanian capital, protested. 


Yugoslavia and 14 other non- 
aligned members of the United 
nations rushed a resolution into 
the emergency General Assem­ 
bly calling on the Israelis to pull 
the.r troops back from all terri­ 
tory wrested from Egypt, Jor­ 
dan and Syria in the six-day 
war. The sponsors called for 
action by Friday.

The Highway Gyp 


It is impossible to live in Escanaba or Gladstone and 
believe th at the State Hig:hway Department is sei’ving 
the state well. We read about all the lionors tliat our 
Highway Department gets in national judgments on the 
various state’s highway efforts, and that a piece of 
1-75 has been voted the most beautiful in the nation 
— or was it the world? — but we ai*e confronted al­ 
ways with the performance of the Highway Department 
in the Gladstone-Rapid River problem and it qualifies 
as highway responsibility at its worst. 


There is a concensus in the Upper Peninsula tliat 
this is the worst highway bottleneck remaining in the 
U. P., but the Highway Department tolerates it, year 
after year. There are improvements elsewhere; tliere 
are refinements of good roads elsewhere, but this vital 
segment where the Peninsula’s two greatest arteries — 
U. S. 41 and U. S. 2 run on one roadbed — remains a 
nari*ow, dangerous unlimited access highway.

The State H igh w av Department is now spending 
$114,000 on surface and base repair of this inadequate 
and deadly road between Gladstone and Rapid River. 
Jt i*^ like putting a porous plaster on a dead man, a waste 
of funds that should be put into a new, adequate, safe 
highway. The Miohway Department justifies this waste­ 
ful expenditure because it doesn’t intend to do any­ 
thing basic on the problems for som e time to come un­ 
less there’s a great public cry of outrage. 


Reconstruction of the U. S. 2-11 highway between 
Gladstone and Rapid River on new right-of-way was 
scheduled by the State Highway Department for letting 
last March and construction this year. But a state fi­ 
nancial squeeze developed and the project was postponed. 
Now the letting is scheduled for the fall of 1970 with 
construction planned for 1971. 


Meanwhile every tourist, every business traveler, 
every trucker, every recreational driver on this route 
will be at the mercy of the slowest driver on it. Tt will 
be impossible to pass most of the time because this is 
the busiest highway in the Upper Peninsula and it has 
one poor lane for traffic in each direction.

A State Highway Department traffic survey re­ 
port last year showed that the daily count of cars 
between Escanaba and Gladstone was 10,700. Only 9,562 
passed at the Straits at St. Ignace, only 4,456 a t Sault 
Ste. Marie on modern, multi-laned 1-75, only 8,100 
at Marquette w'here the Upper Peninsula’s greatest con­ 
centration of population exists. The count at Houghton 
was 5,600 and at Ironwood it was 3,700. 


Only at ^lenominee, where the traffic is heavy 
because of the immediate proximity of ^larinette, Wis., 
was the count higher — 15,700. Nowhere within the 
Peninsula was the count as high as between Escanaba 
and Gladstone and the Gladstone-Rapid River extension 
of this situation is very heavily traveled. 


The Highway Department has several times de­ 
layed relocation and reconstruction of this highway. 
It has used such shoddy excuses as local dissent from 
state planning, as though the State Highw'ay Depart­ 
ment could dispense with its obligation to serve the 
traveling public because tliere was a local excuse for 
inaction. The state’s money went elsewhere for high­ 
way improvement.

At the other end of the a r­ 
gument, how e\er, it does not 
follow tliat—because the Bal­ 
ance of Terror still prevails— 
East-W est difficulties may be 
swiftly ended. 


The current and recent his­ 
torical evidence suggests that 
the prospect may be just the 
opposite. 
The 
small, 
limited 
thrust — m ilitary, 
subversive, 
diplomatic, 
economic — looks 
safer and hence more attrac­ 
tive than ever against tiie as­ 
sumption 
that 
tiie 
prudent 
great pow'ers will not let the 
big w ar happen. 


In the face of Am erica’s im- 
mcn.se nuclear might, the So­ 
viet Union launched the Berlin 
blockade, spurred the Korean 
war. verbally 
threatened B ri­ 
tain and France with "rockets” 
and “volunteer.s” iu the 1956 
Suez crisis, arm ed Cuba and 
tried to make it a Russian mis­ 
sile ba.se, piuiiped 
in 
major 
m ilitary material to Indonesia, 
North Vietnam and 
the 
re­ 
venge-minded Arab lands. 


In most of these instances, 
the United Slates fell it neces­ 
sary to range its power, in one 
degree 
or 
another, 
against 
Moscow'.s probings. Red initia­ 
tives soinctinie.s luu'e been so 
numerous tliai U. S. analysts 
ha\e que.stionecl our 
capacity 
to re.spond. 


The paradox is noted by the 


brilliant French international­ 
ist, Raymond Ai on:

It is not only Soviet and 
other Red adventurism which 
keeps the world unsettled des­ 
pite the dampening 
effect of 
tiie Balance of Terror. 
Small 
nations feel freer than ever to 
defy the big powers and to as­ 
sault each other. Again, author 
Aron expresses it in his book, 
“Peace and W ar"; 


“Never have weapons been 
so terrifying, never have they 
inspired so little terror in thc.se 
w'ho are not 
equipped 
with 
them . . . It is as if 
m ilitary 
strength can be translated in­ 
to diplomatic power only with 
great difficulty when the .so- 
called suprem e weapons are so 
m onstrously uiliuman.” 


None of this means that the 
Balance of Terror 
has 
con­ 
vinced either Russia, the initia­ 
tor of trouble, or the United 
States, the responder to it, that 
it may indulge in small con­ 
flict without caution. 


The difficulty 
arises 
from 
the evident fact that each of 
the tw'o nuclear giants 
may 
define "caution” differently.
